Wafililngton, Sept. 1.— Acting Secre- 
tary AUeo has authorized the relewe 
or all th* apMlih naval priwmtn eap- 
tured in the tettle of July % from Cor- 
vera'a fleet. 

These are now at Annapolis and 
Se«yey'e lelasd, Portimoutb Harbor, 
the oiBcwi belot at the aeadesiy and 
tbO sailors at thf island. The condi- 
tion of the men pliyskally is all that 
could be desired. 

The prisoners are to be returned to 
Spain at the expense of the Spanish 
fOTernment That was the condition 
upon which our government agreed to 
release them witliout parole or other 
reetrictlcn. Admiral Cervera was 
ebarged by his sovemmeot wlUv the 
arrangements f<»- tba traniportatlOD of 
the prisoners. 

They aire all to go together, offlcerf 
and men, and is presumed that Captain 
■nlate has gone to New Torii to char- 
ter the two Syaalsh staamara now lying 
there. 

Beyatun'k Kaport. 
Washlngtoot Sept. l.-H9ecretary Al- 
ger reeelTOd Uie report of General H. 
V. Boynton upon the state of affairs 
in the boopltals at Camp Thomas. He 
says that he visited all the hospitals 
la the camp, without giving notice or 
his purpose. Says Oeneral Boynton: 
"A full report was obtained of all 
deaths in the camp, and in its hospitals 
since its establishment, the middle of 
April last The result shows a toul 
death Mat of IM up to the S2d of this 
month, when the brealting up of the 
camp began. Between these dates, in- 
cluding regulars and volunteers, fully 
76,000 troops have been in camp In 
tha OklcauoBaaga park." In eldatag, 
Geoaral Boynton says: "I beg leave 
to express my opinion that most of 
the Interviews with chaplains, regl- 
flMBtal aurgaona and others, both offl- 
cara and smb, now appearing at the 
north In many of tba newspapers in 
regard to this camp, are reckless and 
falee except as to the filthy couditlonn 
which their own criminal neglect has 
aansad." ' 

Will Not 8«r*a. 

Madrid. Sept. 1.— Senor Silvela, now 
virtual laadar the lartaat aaetlon of 
the Conservative party, in a confer- 
ence wRh Senor Sagasta, the premier, 
as to the persoune] of the Spanish 
peace commission, persisted in his re- 
fusal to allow any BMmbara of his 
party to Join the commisakm. After 
tba conference Senor Sllvela said to 
n number of newspaper representa- 
tives: "How can we be expected to 
shajre the grave responsibilities of con- 
aludlng peace and to expose ourselves 
t» the diaeredlt that may reeult there- 
from. If we are to aucoeed the Lib- 
erals in power, we must be free." 

Mall lervlM Vw r«rt* Bleo. 

Washington, Sept. 1— Mr. Perry 
Keath. first assistant postmaster gen- 
eral, said that the postal service would 
be axteoded in Porto Rico as rapidly 
as possible. In many towns the Span- 
ish offices are still in operation and 
tjie sale of Spanish stamps- continue. 
AU receipts will, it Is hoped be turned 
o?«r to tbla government, as has been 
agreed npen. While tba aerviea on 
the island f ~ the present wlU be un- 
der the dli< won of the military su- 
tboritlaa, offices probably will be open- 
ed fNt fome points where no troops are 
atatloBod.

Quarter- 
master General Ludington aald no re- 
ports had reached him that the water 
was bad or likely to become so. The 
reports of water first made showed 
that it waa good.

Washington, Sept 1.— Anent' tba 
controversy between Oeneral Miles and 
the secretary of war. General Alger 
said: "I can not believe that General 
Miles made the atatements attributed 
(o him by a correapondent from Porto 
Rico. He oeuld not have made them 
and have been sane at the same time. 
If General Miles made these state- 
ments. It was unmilitary, and proper 
actiM will be taken. I do not, how- 
ever, care to antidpats erenta until the 
facts are oficially presented."

Were the Proceedings of the 
Teachers' Institnte Wed- 
lesday.

The morning session of the institute 

Wtduesday was begnn by singing "I 
Know I Love Thee Better, Ijord," and "I 
Know Whom I Have Believed." Super- 
intendent Blatterman read the nlnety- 
lecond Psalm and offered the morning 
prayer. 

After roll call "Writing" was taken up 
and discossed by the Instroctor, who rec- 
ommends that the child ba tanght writ- 
ing by having him trace with a pointed 
stick a printed word or a word that has 
been written by the teacher. By asking 
qnesUoni ba got tha mathods of the 
teachers in teaching writing. Holding 
the i>('n, movement, position, etc., were 
fully ducussed l)y the iustiuctor and the 
teachers. Mr. W. H. Chandler gave his 
methods in teaching writing. 

Mr. W. T, Berry was called on to give 
to the institute his methods in teaching 
writing. He would use a pencil in trac- 
ing a word instead of a pointed stick, as 
suggested by the instructor. As every 
one knows Mr. Berry is an excellent 
writer, and has made great success in 
teaching this branch. Mr. Swift wanted 
to know bow many of the teachers teach 
movement. In teaching writing it was 
decided to teach first the position of the 
pencil, next the form and last the move- 
ment. 

Mr. Dietrich, a representative of the 
American Book Company, was intro- 
duced to the institute and spolie fifteen 
or twenty minutes on the subject. He 
said the primary object of writing is to 
make a record— a record that may be 
easily and readily read. Tha first condi- 
tlon of writing ia la^bility; thasaeond, 
rapidity: the third, beauty. 

After recess "Only Trust Him" was 
sung. "Composition" waa taken up and 
discussed by the instraetor Mr. Lnmley. 
It waa decide<I in connection with the 
teaching of this subject that a child must 
do in order to know. How to correct the 
common anrors in the language of tha 
pupils was dwelt on for some time. The 
prol>lem was not solved, but possibly 
never will be until the child never heara 
an inoorrsot azprassion at home. Bar* 
oral teachers made a number of helpful 
suggestions on this subject. Mr. Diet- 
rich added many useful hints as to how 
language ought to be taught to children. 
Ha says a teacher can not use too much 
adroitness and too much patience in 
dealing with children and in leading them 
into the right use of the language. Mr. 
lAmlaj sayi ha would not place tha in- 
correct form before the childran. He 
thinks false syntax ought not to liave 
any place in books. 

After a short Intarmisfrion the subject 
"Resolved, That Only tha Common 
Branches Should Ba Taught At Public 
Expense," was debated by Messrs. Kay 
and W. T. PolUtt on the affirmatlvo, and 
by Messrs. Oriflth and Thomas on the 
negative. Both sides made strong argu 
ments. Besides the speakers above, Mrs 
Allen and Meesis. Thomas Chandler and 
W. T. Barry took part Tha Chair de- 
cided in favor of the afllrmattva. 

The afternoon session was opened by 
s'ngiog "Bleaaed Aaauranoe" and "Be- 
loved, Now Are We." 

After roll<call, "English Orammar" was 
taken up. The study of grammar should 
begin when the child enters school, or 
better when the child begins to talk. 
Technical grammar ia not scant. It is 
doubtful if technical grammar should 
ever be taught to the majority of pupils. 
The committee of fifteen recommended 
that Technical grammar should not be 
taught to children under thirteen or four- 
teen years of age. 

The idea advocated by Mr. Richard 
Grant White that English is a grammar- 
leas tongua as presented hf Mr. Gabby 
waa attacked by Mr. W, R. Chandler, 
who thinks the idea absurd. 

The instructor thinks diagramming has 
a limited place in teaching grammar. 




He says a vast amount of time is wasted 
In teaching parsing. He odueluded the 
discussion by Urging tha teachers to 1^ 

accurate and to study the best literature 
that they may give to the pupils a "pure 
well of English uadeflled.'' 

Mr. W. T. Barry gave his method of 
diagramming. This method is original 
with Mr. Barry fnd is becoming very 
popular. 

Just before recess Miss Maqfaret Bacon 

highly delighted the institute by reciting 
"Come Back to Our Asthore." Margaret 
is only eight years old, and gives much 
promise of a brilliant fntiua. 

After recess the chdr sang "Tha Crown- 
ing Day." The subject of "Discipline" 
was discussed in a very enthusiastic way 
by Messrs. Swift, lieganstine. Gabby, 
Chandler and Lumley. It was agreed 
that the principal element in discipline 
is self-control on the part of the teacher. 
Our instructor said that a teacher ought 
not to punish a pupil before the school. 
The principal object of pnnishmant is to 
correct the offender, and not to deter 
others from wrong doing. All agreed 
that punishment must be certain, and 
that few rules should ba made, and thaaa 
only when absolutely necessary. 

Adjourned to meet Thursday at 0 
o'clock a. m.
